The very air we breathe comes from 
Him. The Amplified New Testament 
gives Eph. 5:20, “At all times and for 
everything giving thanks in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” When we 
analyze this verse we see that it is 
only by the grace of God that this is 
possible in our lives. To be thankful 
at all times and for everything is im- 
possible to the natural man. 


There are some things difficult to 
be thankful for. Only faith in God can 
cause us to give thanks in times like 
these. God’s ways are not our ways 
so we must learn to walk by faith and 
not by sight. In Romans eight we 
read, “And we know that all things 
work together for good to them that 
love God.” If we can but realize that 
He has a reason and purpose in every- 
thing He allows to come our way, 
then we can be thankful. This truth 
is illustrated by the story of Job in 
the Old Testament. Job was tested to 
the limit but he sinned not nor charg- 
ed God foolishly. “The Lord gave and 
the Lord hath taken away, blessed be 
the name of the Lord.” Then the 
Scripture tells us that the last end of 
Job was better than the first. So it is 
with us, if we can give thanks for 
everything and at all times, we will 
discover that God will bring things 
out right in the end. Out of the great- 
est trials we learn the greatest lessons. 
The promise found in 1 Cor. 10:18 is, 
“There hath no temptation taken you 
but such as is common to man: but 
God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye are 
able.”

startling fact to young peo- 
Of people, but not so surprising 

to the aged, is the treatment 
given by God’s Word to our most 
precious commodity, life. In James 
4:14 it says: “For what is your life? 
It is even a vapour, that appeareth for 
a little time, and then vanisheth 
away.” How contradictory this is to 
the natural inner awareness _ that 
young people have that no matter 
what they do time is on their side. 
And how tormenting is the truth of 
this Scripture to those who have lived 
a careless life of indifference toward 
God. They have deceived this inner 
awareness only to wake up one day 
to see that vapour called life vanish- 
ing away before their very eyes. 

One terribly frightening experience 
awoke me to the fact that my life was 
nothing more than a vapour. I was 
to take off from the Lampson airport 
near Clear Lake to fly to the San 
Francisco International Airport to 
meet Rev. Dick Dobbins of Akron, 
Ohio who was to be our 1958 Youth 
Camp speaker. There was a violent 
storm in progress at the Lake, that 
opening day of youth camp. Not long 
before my scheduled take off time, 
the clouds broke and I could see clear 
sky in the San Francisco direction. 
Climbing into my little Taylorcraft, I 
took off and made a normal break 
out of the pattern. Then all of a sud- 
den, at about 400 or 500 feet, I was 
caught in a violent up-draft which 
shot me skyward to about 2,000 feet 
above the terrain. The next five or 
six minutes were eventful enough in 
my life to bring me to a new realiza- 
tion of my true position before God 
and to the Truth of God’s Word which 
says that my life too, is only a vapour 
in the light of eternity. 

From the time I entered into the 
violent turbulence of the storm until 
the time I was back on the ground, I 
had virtually no control of my plane. 
Twice, with sickening lurches, the 
plane slammed over almost on its 
back. And twice, with fear clutching 
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at my throat, I watched the ground — 
come up at me with enough speed to — 
completely demolish my plane and me 

if there was no bottom to the down- 

draft that sent me earthward. At no 

time was I able to pray, I was simply _ 
too busy. I had a few very mixed 

emotions, but the strongest was just _ 
plain fear. I wasn’t especially afraid — 
to die, I just didn’t want to die. After — 
about two or three minutes of this — 
experience I had the full knowledge — 
that I was probably never going to — 
survive this flight. i 


It is really a beautiful story how — 
the Lord brought me through this — 
experience simply by holding my — 
plane together and allowing the storm ~ 
to take me around in a 180 degree — 
circle, so that when I finally did gain — 
a little control over the plane I was © 
heading straight for the runway from 
which I had, only minutes before, — 
taken off. He helped me make as nice 
a landing as I have ever been able to. 
make during the best of weather and 
neither I nor my plane received the — 
slightest scratch from this whole thing. _ 
The best part of the story, as far as 
I am concerned, is the part that starts _ 
where the flight ended. I did pray 
and thank the Lord for his protecting © 
hand after landing, but, I also did a 
lot of thinking. The thinking produc- 
ed three important lessons for me — 
which I believe will help me serve 
God better for the rest of my life. 


The big lesson is the one already — 
stated. That is my brush with death — 
helped me to see that God’s Word | 
means what it says when it tells us — 
that our life is just a vanishing vapour. — 
But, with the big lesson comes the 
three lesser but also important lessons. 


First, I knew then that I had to, 
somehow, make sure of my honesty 
in my dedication to the Lord Jesus — 
Christ and to His service. I knew that — 
the cause of Jesus Christ was far 
greater than the cause of my own life — 
and that I had to be willing to be — 
spent in His service. Young David, in 
I Samuel: 17, revealed that out ona 
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hillside, while attending his father’s 
sheep, he had made the kind of de- 
cision that made him expendable in 
God’s service. With unbelief he saw 
the soldiers of the children of Israel 
_ run with fear at the very sight of Go- 
_ liath, the Philistine giant. He did not 
_ wonder at their fear, but he did stand, 
_ sick at heart, seeing that no one was 
willing to risk his life for the cause 
of God. He said, almost with boyish 
- simplicity, “Is there not a cause.” Sub- 
_ sequently he received a stinging re- 
_ buke from his elders who seemed to 
know about fighting giants than he 
_ did. But the strategies of warfare were 
_ not David’s concern. He only knew 
_ that he had pledged himself to God 
and when someone needed to fight 
_ for God’s cause he would be ready to 
_ go. And fight the giant he did. And 
_ win he did. All without any kind of 
_ guarantee of survival. It was his to 
_ fight and it was God’s to let him live 
or die. He had learned his lesson well. 
His life, at the longest would only be 
a vapour, so why should he go back 
_ on his dedication at this first oppor- 
_ tunity to stand up for God. 
During the great battle for China 
a few years ago, three youthful Chi- 
- neese girls were executed for taking 
a stand for Communism in a village 
_ in free China. Just before being shot 
_ to death they testified they were glad 
_ to die, because they were dying for 
_ the cause of Communism. Truer dedi- 
_ cation can be found nowhere. And 
that, I have learned, must be the com- 
_ position of my dedication to Jesus 
Christ. 
Thinking over my brush with death, 
brought another important fact to my 
attention. That only what is done for 
_ Christ will outlive my time on earth. 
_ Luke, the 12th chapter, tells about a 
- man who didn’t know about this. 
When he saw that he was prospering 
he decided to go into mass production 
and tear down his old barns, build 
bigger ones and be a really big time 
perator. This he did to his own des- 
ruction. He learned too late that his 
ife was only a little vapour which was 
t about to vanish away. All his 
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time was spent for himself and _ his 
material gains and none of his time 
was spent for God. When the vapour 
vanished he had nothing in God’s 
eternal bank and he had to meet God, 
broke. Had he invested in eternal 
values he would have had his entire 
investment waiting for him with great 
interest. 

In learning great lessons there are 
often great tragedies involved. This 
was nearly true in my case and ter- 
ribly true in the case of a very dear 
uncle of mine. While lying on his 
death bed, he clutched my hand and 
with hot tears splashing down his pale 
face he revealed to me, that for twen- 
ty years he had been running from 
the call that God had placed on his 
life to preach the gospel. With pain- 
ful effort, he told me he had allowed 
the material things of this world de- 
ter him from the most important com- 
mission of his life. I listened in tears 
as he, an active churchman, who was 
well known for his faithfullness to 
God’s house and his consistent Chris- 
tian testimony, told me that he, in his 
way, had lived a sort of second best 
for all those years. The tragedy in 
this case is twofold. First, a life wast- 
ed from God’s perfect will is always 
lamentable, but tradegy upon tragedy 
involves the undone works that will 
forever be undone. I am simply say- 
ing this, that what my uncle, or any- 
one else, leaves undone on this earth 
will go forever undone. The souls that 
were to be reached by him, in at least 
a large part, will never be reached. 
The lives that were to be blessed by 
a man’s faithfullness to the high call- 
ing of the ministry were never blessed 
by that man’s faithfullness. If not all 
is lost, then it has to be said, much is 
lost when we miss God’s calling for 
our lives. 

To conclude my testimony I will 
say to all Christian young people de- 
siring God’s will in their lives, that 
your life, too, is only a vapour that 
may vanish before you think. Only 
what you do right now for God will 
count in eternity. 


B.B.C. Receives 


Full Accreditation 


Bethany Bible College was advised 
Oct. 28 that it has been accepted for 
accreditation by the Accrediting As- 
sociation of Bible Colleges. The an- 
nouncement was made in Chicago at 
the annual meeting of the Association. 
President C. C. Burnett represented 
the College at the meeting. He per- 
‘sonally received the decision of the 
Association executive committee de- 
claring Bethany’s accreditation. 

At the same meeting Dr. Burnett 
was personally honored by being elect- 
ed to the executive committee of the 
Association. He will serve a two year 
term and have a definite part in 
planning future policies and _pro- 
grams. 

The A.A.B.C. is a professional ac- 
crediting agency representing up- 
wards of 300 Bible institutes and col- 
leges. At the present time the Asso- 
ciation has granted accreditation to a 
total of 37 Bible colleges, including 
Bethany. To be thus accredited will 
provide full recognition by the Office 


of Education of the U. S. Department 
of Health, Education, and Welfare of 
Washington, D. C. 

For the past 12 years B.B.C. has 
maintained membership in the A.A. 
B.C., but it has not previously attain- 
ed the status of full accreditation. The 
requirements for accreditation called 
for an expansion of personel, addition- 
al buildings and facilities, a larger 
library, and a number of administra- 
tive changes. The achievement of this 
new status represents a long-term pro- 
gram for the general upgrading of the 
College. 

Bethany Bible College is currently 
serving in its 40th year of operation. 
This fall’s enrollment of 239 stands as 
an all-time high. As Glad Tidings 
Bible Institute, the school moved to 
its new campus in Bethany Park in 
1950. In its 40 years of operation 
B.B.C. has graduated a total of 1,484. 
It has had a wide influence in the 
Assemblies of God.

FROM OUR CONSTITUTION 


Section 1. All resolutions (except emergency measures) must be in the hands 
of the resolutions committee by December 15 prior to the convening of the District 


Council session. 


Section 2. The author of any resolution submitted to the District Council for 
adoption shall sign the resolution and shall be expected to open discussion of the 


same on the Council floor. 
ARTICLE XIV. CAMP MEETINGS 


Section 1. Authorization, Scope and Relationship 
a. Bethany Park, on Los Gatos highway, near Santa Cruz, is owned and operat- 
ed as a non-profit religious organization by the Northern California and Nevada Dis- 


trict Council of the Assemblies of God. 


b. Mount Lassen Camp, on highway 36, near Mineral, is owned and operated 
as a non-profit religious organization by the Northern California and Nevada Dis- 


trict Council of the Assemblies of God. 


c. Redwood Camp, located four miles south of Scotia, on highway 101, is own- 
ed and operated as a non-profit religious organization, by the Northern California 
and Nevada District Council of the Assemblies of God. 

d. The respective camps shall be under the general supervision of the elected 
officers and the Presbytery of the District Council. 


Section 2. Operation 


a. The respective camp grounds shall be maintained for the purpose of conduct- 
ing camp meetings, youth camps, boys’ and girls’ camps, conferences, etc., and for 
the promotion of other activities requiring the use of the facilities in the interest 


of and as a service to the fellowship. 


b. Camp speakers and special camp programs shall be arranged for in co- 


operation with the District Superintendent. 


c. It is expected that during camp meetings emphasis shall ‘be given to over- 
all District programs, including the development of Bethany Bible College, world 


missions, etc.
